“A little more than three percent of the 
studentsatUNO are black. This compares tothe 
27 percent enrollment in the Omaha Public 
Schools,” he said, “Somebody's got to be con- 
cemed (about the small number of blacks in 
higher education.) I’m concemed, When there 
are barriers, let’s remove them..How can any- 

-body oppase it?” 
John Hafer, associate professor of market-

community college was net equal to UNO.

Now ondisplay atthe Jewish Community Center (JCC) isan 
exhibit of ceremonial objects for the Jewish home, curated by 
Cultural Aris Council Director Beth Seldin Dotan and Project 
Coordinator [lana Marmon, © 

Marmonsaid several motivationswerebchind the decisionto 
organize this éxhibition, co-sponsored by the JCC’s Cultural’ 
Arts Council and the Nebraska Jewish Historical Society. 

' “Wewantedtoawakein Omsharcsidents, bothJewsandnon- 
Jews, an awareness of the significance, the longevity, the rich- 
ness and the variety of the Jewish artistic wadition,” sho said. 

“Ceremonial art played a major role in that tradition and 
continues toplayamajorroletoday,”shesaid.“Wehopethatour 
visitors, both ICC membersandnon-members, will bencfitfrom 
an enriched knowledge of Jewish ceremonial objects.” 

The exhibit, which features between 250 and 300 objects, is 
comprisedofitemsbothonloanandthosecreatedspecifically by 
area artists for the exhibit. 

“We have on exhibit items from private collections, from 
rabbis and from privatecitizens,” she said, “Also, the Joslyn Ast 
Museum and Temple fsraci and the Nebraska Jewish Historical 
Society were all gracious in lending usobjecis from their Judaica 
collections.” 

The objects on display, Marmon said, focus on significant 
events in Jewish family life, These include the bris, a ritual 
circumcision; the batmitzvahand bar mitzvah, commemorating 
young people’s coming of age; and weddings, 

In addition, objects related to specific holidays of the Jewish 
year are represented, suchasRosh Hashana, the New Year; Yom 
Kippur, the day of atonement; Sukkot, the feast of the harvest; 
Simhath Torah, whicheach yearcelebratesthecomplction ofthe 
reading of the Torah in the temple; and Hanukkah, which és an 
eight-day commemoration of thore-dedication of the temple by 
the Macabces after their victory over the Syrians, 

Other holidays represented by ceremonial objects include 


Os 
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Purim, whichcommemoratesEsther’sdeliverancect theJewsin 
Persia from amassacre plotted by Haman; and Pesach, which is 
the JewishPassover. Other historic itemsinclude Kiddush cups, 
which are ceremonial cups used to make the blessing over the 
wine during Shabbat and other holiday services, 

Among the wedding ceremonial objects, Marmon said, arc 
“rings and chupahs, (which are) wedding canopies created with 
necdicpoint, We also have Jewish marriage certificates, which 
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pjects 
are beautifully written and illuminated.” 

Many nations are represcnied among the items on Sais 
including Isracl, Russia and Poland. She also said some objects 
dats back to the 17th century.

The Mavericks will vie for their fourth winning football 
season in five years as they visit the University of South Dakota 
on Saturday. 

The final game of the 1991 campaign is the 32nd meeting 
between the two schools. 

The 1-7 Coyotes are struggling through their worst season 
since 1963, but UNO Defensive Coordinator Scott Grogan said 
the team should not be taken lightly. 

“They're a much better team than their record indicates,” 
Grogansaid. ““They’vehadalotef problems, but they’ ve created 
most of their owa problems with tumovers.” 

He added that most of their losscs have been in close games. 

The Coyotes are led by sophomore tailback Tom Menage, 
who has gained 501 yards rushing and scored four touchdowns. 

“The running game is what we have to stop first,” Grogan 
said. “They've got some goad size up front to open some holes 
for them, They nun the ball right at you and throw the ball, too.” 

South Dakota quarterback Jason Seurer has passed for 693 
yards and four touchdowns for the season, but has been inter- 
cepted 12 times. 

“If we can put same pressure on him with some good pass- 
rush, then he'll throw some balls up and give us opportunities for 
some interceptions,” Grogan said. 

Last year, UNO opened the North Central Conference season 
with a 21-16 victory over the Coyotes in Vermillion. The Mavs 
came from behind in the fourth quaster to score 14 unanswered 
points. Saturday’s game against South Dakota will mark the 
final appearance for 21 Maverick seniors. 

Grogan said the team, especially the defense, showed a 
marked improvement this year. 

“They played well attimes, and exceptionally well at times... 
They've been a pretty good group.”
